San F rancisco, March 6th.—B. Andrere 
and L. Kossa, the two boodle-ringers who 
robbed Pierre Lamotte of several thousand 
dollars a couple of weeks ago, which made 
the latter commit suicide, were captured to­ 
day in the city.

A n E ccentric Old Lady.—One of tho 
most eccentric old ladies in Europe died 
the other day at her residence, in the 
Stralauer Strasse, Berlin, where she had 
lived in all but absolute seclusion for nearly 
half a century, a solitary female servant 
haviDg been the only human being with 
whom she had held any personal commu­ 
nication for more than thirty years. She 
was well off, and denied herself no luxury 
in the way of eatiDg and drinking, but 
would never permit her apartments to be 
sweptorher furniture to be cleansed, so that 
upon entering her dwelling after her death 
the police authorities found everything 
within, except the kitchen utensils, covered 
with layers of venerable dust, from two to 
four inches thick. For many years she had 
worn no linen nor any other body garment 
but a man’s dressing gown. It was her 
enstom to wear a boot on one foot and a 
shoe on the other, and she never took off her 
gloves, day or night, except to change them 
for new ones when fairly worn out. She 
always passed the daylight hours in bed, 
rising late in the evening and occupying 
her nights with cooking sumptuous meals 
for herself and her companion, n.aking a 
point of finishing her repast before dawn. 
She kept a great many dogs, cats and 
birds, and caused every new work on zool­ 
ogy to be purchased for her as <oon as it 
came out. In this strange fashion she lived 
to the age of 82. Her whole property, 
with the exception of a handsome legacy to 
her faithful servant, is left to a grandniece, 
to revert, after her decease to an asylum 
for dogs. 


F alling F oul or tu e J ew s.—A Jew­ 
ish lady in Liverpool writes to the London 
World that it is just now the thing in Eng­ 
land “ to fall foul of the Jews. Some do 
it in one way, some in another. I am amus­ 
ing myself with cutting out all the little 
bits referring to them in the various rociety 
papers. When I get a few more extracts 
together I will send them to you. I think, 
when you see how many I have collected 
in the last three months, you will be as­ 
tonished. The movement, up to the pres­ 
ent, has been an upward one ; it it should 
turn downward we may soon expect ‘ Hep, 
Hep,’ to take the place of the ‘ I had a bit 
of pork’ of my youth. School boards are 
making us too polite for such vulgarities. 
Do you remember, or does your poet remem­ 
ber, the ball given next door to where the 
poor young Baroness Rothschild lay dying, 
and they sent in to beg them to stop the music? 
It was known in the morning how ill she 
was, yet the ball was not put off, and no 
unkind remarks were made-—indeed Baron 
Lionel said, * We cannot expect these peo­ 
ple to dismiss their guests because of our 
trouble.’ It is as I say : it’s just the 
fashion now to run down, the Jews. Have 
you ever heard the saying, ‘ Every coun­ 
try has the Jews it deserves ?’ Hitherto 
England has had its Montcfiores and 
Rothschilds, and others as good if not as 
great. If you or PlDgland be tired of them, 
they can only go, as their ancestors went 
before them. They may not find a pillar 
of cloud or a pillar of tire to guide them in 
these days ; but Moses died and God re­ 
mained." 


T iie Czarow itz of R ussia.—The Czaro- 
witz of Russia is hardly so tall as his father 
was in his best days, but he must be near­ 
ly, if not quite, six feet in hight, and is re­ 
markably deep chested and broad-shoul­ 
dered, with all the appearanco of great 
strength. 
His light gray eyes resemble 
those of his mother’s relations at Hesse- 
Darmstadt more than his father, who has 
the dark-blue eyes which are to be seen in 
the pictures of Alexander I., Paul, Peter 
the Great, and several other members of 
the house of Romanoff. The shape of his 
head is rather peculiar. One of those only 
fitted by a large hat, which, when worn, 
appears out of proportion to the-compara­ 
tively small face below. This form of head 
may have been produced by several gen­ 
erations of despotic power, as Alexander 
II. has more of it than is generally seen, 
though not as much as his son. A rmall 
mouth, with extremely good teeth, which 
he only shows when he laughs, is the Czar- 
owitz’s best feature. His hair is auburn, 
and his complexion very fair. In St. Peters­ 
burg he usnally appears most correctly at­ 
tired in uniform ; but when enjoyiDg a 
holiday among his wife’s relatives, he may 
be seen in a very loose-waisted suit of shep­ 
herd’s plaid, a black tie, a white hat, and 
with neither gloves, ring nor watch. That 
he has been no carpet soldier is evident 
from the marks of frost-bites on the third 
and fourth fingers of his left hand, and a 
slight scar on his temple, where a bullet 
grazed his head in one of the battles in the 
Turkish war. 
Here is the way another susceptible 
critic gushes over Emma Abbott: "One 
of her strong points,” ho says, “ is her 
realistic love-making. It is remarkable 
for its intensity, its natnralness and 
truthfulness to nature is perfectly start­ 
ling. Iu fact, she is the one woman on 
the lyric stage who depicts the passions of 
love and despair in the full depths of 
realism.” Now all the love-sick swains 
and maidens will, of course, rush to seo 
how she does it.

THE NEED 
OP 
SACRAMENTO. 


I t is almost unanimously conceded that 
the great present need of Sacramento is a 
system cf levees which will afford this 
city absolute security. 
The events of this 
w inter have made it clear that we cannot 
afford to dally with this question any 
longer. 
I t is therefore of the first impor­ 
tance that we should have a city govern­ 
m ent composed of clear-sighted, enterpris­ 
ing, energetic men, who will not suffer the 
interests of the community to be neglected, 
who will push forward the works we need, 
and who will not countenance a continu­ 
ance of the sluggish conditions which have 
for so many j ears been casting a blight 
over the community. 
Now Mr. Christo­ 
pher Green is not an unknown man so 
far 
as 
this 
subject is concerned. 
On 
the contrary, he was the head of the 
city government for six years. 
W e have 
therefore only to examine his record to 
ascertain whether he is the kind of man 
for the present emergency. 
But when we 
do examine his record we find that during 
the six years he held the office of Mayor 
he did absolutely nothing to strengthen 
the levees. 
He in fact represents the 
class of Trustees whose indolence and ap­ 
athy in the past have been so mischiev­ 
ous. 
He is one of the men whose sins 
of omission everyone is now im patient to 
repair. 
W hen he had the office he now 
seeks he did nothing w ith it. 
Can it be 
believed that he would do any better now? 
W e have no better means of judging men 
than by what they have accomplished, and 
it seems to us that in this instance we 
are 
enabled to draw the most con­ 
clusive inferences from Mr. Green’s official 
record. 
He 
has already occupied the 
office 
he 
now 
seeks; and while he 
occupied it he failed signally to effect any­ 
thing for the better security of the city. 
I t is we believe alleged in some quarters 
th at Mr. Green is an eligible candidate 
because he proposes to appropriate the 
taxes which are required to meet the city 
debt payments, to the building of levees. 
Another reference to his official record will 
answer this statement. 
W hen he- was 
Mayor before the city debt was certainly 
not paid, but neither were any new levees 
built. 
In fact Mr. Green’s forte seems to 
lie in not doing things. 
This, however, is 
assuredly not the kind of candidate Sacra­ 
mento requires to-day, and those who be­ 
lieve th at prompt and strenuous action 
ought to be taken forthwith to place the 
city beyond the possibility of disaster, 
cannot vote for him. 


GARFIELD ON CIVIL SERVICE. 


General Garfield has not in his inaugural 
address spoken ont on the subject of civil 
service reform with tha clearness expected 
of him, but what he has said is well as far 
as it goes, therefore it cannot be regarded 
as seriously committing him to a definite 
plan of reform. 
He sa y s: “ The civil 
“ service can never be placed on a satis- 
“ factory basis until it is regulated by law. 
“ For the good of the service itself, for the 
“ protection of those who are intrusted 
“ w ith the appointing power against the 
“ waste of time and obstruction to pnblic 
“ business caused by inordinate pressure 
“ for place, and for the protection of in- 
“ cumbenta against intrigue and wrong, I 
“ shall, at the proper time, ask Congress 
“ to fix the terms of minor officers of the 
“ several executive departments, and pre- 
“ scribe grounds upon which removals shall 
“ be made daring the terms for which in- 
“ cumbents have been appointed.” He 
says nothing of the abnse of the appoint­ 
ing power, nothing of making tests of 
fitness for appointment, nothing which can 
be construed to indicate his appreciation of 
the need of a general reform, in fact. 
It 
may be th at he will be better than his in­ 
augural, but certainly he has not in that 
given much encouragement to the friends 


of reform. 


The general dissatisfaction with the man­ 
ner in which the Cif„y Republican Commit­ 
tee called the prim ary election has taken 
definite shape in the organization of a Cit­ 
izens’ Convention, which has pu t a foil 
ticket fc nomination for tbe charter elec­ 
tion. 
The sentim ent of the m u t of the Re­ 
publicans of Sacramento in this connection 
was very emphatically shown in the vote 
a t the primaries on Thursday. On th at occa­ 
sion, though the test wa3 so elastic th at 
any number of Democrats might have voted 
under it, the total vote cast was less than 
one-fourth the average Republican vote of 
the city. 
If w« subtract from this small 
vote the Democratic aid which it undoubt­ 
edly received, the fact Í3 made apparent 
that the Republicans generally refused to 
take any part in the proceedings. 
I t is 
further to be observed th at tbe charge pre­ 
ferred against the City Committee has been 
completely borne out. 
I t was alleged that 
it adopted a test which would adm it Dem­ 
ocratic votes, for the sole purpose of se­ 
curing the nomination of Mr. Green. 
W hen the Convention met it at once pro­ 
ceeded to put Mr, Green in nomination, as 
had been predicted, and thus the motive 
of the arrangement was made plain. 
The nomination, occurring under such 
circumstances, cannot be regarded as the 
choice of the Republican party. That party, 
as a m atter of fact, has repudiated the action 
of the City Committee. 
I t has proceeded 
on the natural ground that if non-parti 
san nominations were in order, as indicated 
by the -committee’s programme to secure 
that of Mr. Green by Democratic votes at 
the primaries, it would be better for the 
rank and file of the Republicans to retain 
their control of their own predilections by 
making non-partisan nominations for them ­ 
selves. 
The City Con m ittee endeavored 
at the eleventh hour to make a ehow of 
fairness by offering to change the test if 
somebody would ask it to do so. 
It should 
not be necessary to point out th at this 
offer did not meet the requirements of the 
situation, and th at it was simply a subter­ 
fuge. The committee, had it been sincere, 
could have changed the test without any 
solicitation. 
H ad it been sincere, it never 
would have adopted such a test. 
W hen it 
made the offer, in an informal and un­ 
official way, it was too late for a change to 
do any good. 
The ward caucuses had then 
been held and the slates made, and the only 
purpose of this tardy pretense of fairness 
was to hoodwink the Republicans. 
As it 
was, however, they saw through the trick, 
and it failed. 
The City Committee has brought about 
all the present entanglements. 
I t under­ 
took to control the Republican party in 
the interest of one candidate. 
I t betrayed 
the party whose creature it is, and arroga­ 
ted to itself powers which it does not pos 
sess. 
Its sole legitimate function is to 
set in 
motion the machinery by and 
through which the party may signify its 
preferences. 
Instead of confining itself to 
this simple duty it undertook to deprive 
the Republicans of the power of selection, 
by packing the Convention in the interest 
of Mr. Green. 
W'hen a committee exceeds 
its jurisdiction to this extent it is time 
for the party to leave it, and to show it 
that no clique can or will be allowed to 
entrap intelligent men into supporting can­ 
didates whom they have not chosen, but 
who have been foisted upon them by the 
illegitimate use of Democratic votes. 
The 
committee cannot be perm itted to run the 
party. 
W henever that is done representa­ 
tive government is overthrown. 
I t is 
through such tricks as have just been prac­ 
ticed th at in so many American cities 
corrupt rings have stolen into power, 
and the only way to deal with attem pts of 
the kind is to repudiate them a t the outset, 
as has been done here and now, 
Mr. Green has shown, by his tactics, 
that he did not believe he could obtain the 
Republican nomination fairly, and a candi­ 
date who occupies th at position necessarily 
admits th at he does not possess the confi­ 
dence of the party. 
No man who under­ 
takes to pack a Convention with the aid of 
Democratic votes can have any party claim 
upon Republican voters, moreover. 
Mr. 
Green evidently did not think the Republi­ 
cans would nominate him, and so he sought 
the assistance of the Democrats. 
Had he 
done this by coming forward as an inde­ 
pendent candidate no blame could have 
attached to him. B ut he tried to obtain the 
Republican nomination by a minority of its 
members, and that condemns him. 
Re­ 
publicans realize th at the moment they 
consent to tricks of this kind, th at mo­ 
ment their party affiliations cease to be 
worth preserving. 
If they are to submit 
to the rule of selfish cliques ; if they are 
to allow their Committee to dictate to them 
who they shall su p p o rt; if they arc to 
surrender the right of selecting their own 
candidates; there can be no longer any 
motives for maintaining the party organiza­ 
tion. 
Bad faith and treachery dissolve all 
ties and cancel all obligations, and when 
the party machinery is prostituted to base 
uses it is necessary to make the fact clear 
that the vitality of the party resides in the 
men who stand behind the machinery, and 
not in the machinery itself. 
The question has been thus forced upon 
Republicans w hether they or the City 
Committee constitute the party, and they 
have taken the only way open to them for 
putting th at question to the test. 
They 
have retired from the machine, and left it 
standing alone. 
They refuse to be sold, 
or to lie made the tools of any clique. 
They insist on their right to make their 
own selections for office, and they deny 
the right of the committee to make those 
selections for them. 
The old trick of 
calling the primaries and the Convention 
so short a time before the election that no 
opportunity for discussing the views pre­ 
sented is afforded, has been played on this 
occasion, and for an obvious purpose ; but 
the Republicans generally evidently do 
not intend to be gagged by it, and they 
consider themselves freed from all obliga­ 
tion to vote for the nominees of the packed 
Convention. 


THE 
NEW 
CABINET. 


A t last the new Cabinet has been formed, 
and in some respects it is both a surprise 
and a disappointment. 
Blaine is Secre­ 
tary of State. 
That appointment will be 
generally regarded as eminently satisfac­ 
tory. 
Windom for the Treasury is an 
enigmatical appointment. 
He has been a 
member of the Senate Finance Committee 
for some time, but so far as his views are 
known he can only be regarded as a type 
of the W estern inflationist, ail -oí whose 
financial ideas are as crude and fallacious 
as possible. 
Had not President Garfield 
in his inaugural taken the firmest stand 
upon sound financial principles himself, 
his choice of Windom would have gone far 
toward justifying the suspicion th at he had 
made an entirely new departure. 
As it is, 
the country can only look on with more or 
less astonishment, and await Mr. Win- 
dom’s first experiments at conducting the 
business of his department. 
James lor 
Postmaster-General is a 
first-rate se­ 
lection ; in 
fact no better could pos­ 


sibly have boen made. 
Mr. Jamos is 
most emphatically the right man in tbe 
right place, and his thorough knowledge 
of the postal system, and his fine adminis­ 
trative talents, so fully tested in the New 
York Postoffice, will be invaluable in his 
new position. 
Kirkwood for the Interior 
is somewhat of a dark horse. 
He is said 
to be very much interested in the Indian 
question, and th at is all we know of him. 
MacYeagh for Attorney-Generai Í3 regard­ 
ed by those who know him as a good ap­ 
pointment. 
Lincoln for the W ar Depart­ 
ment is obviously a recognition of the great 
father rather than of any special m erit in 
the son. 
The general appearance of the 
Cabinet is such as to baffle all attem pts to 
build a deep-laid plan upon the selections. 
As to the share of the “ bosses ” in the 
m atter, it is impossible to accept the cur­ 
rent reports, according to which every one 
of those gentry have been in turn consult­ 
ed, and every one in turn disappointed. 
Thus James, while regarded 
from one 
standpoint as a Conkling man, is said 
not to have been Conkling’s choice; while 
MacYeagh is said to have been selected 
principally because of his enmity to Don 
Cameron. 
Mr. Windom, the new Treas­ 
urer, is the gentleman for whom the Min­ 
nesota delegation at Chicago stood out so 
solidly last summer. 
H e was the only 
candidate who never lost or gained a vote 
during the balloting. 
I t is evident from 
this th at his own people believe in him, 
and it may be th at he will prove a greater 
man in high office than he has appeared 
hitherto. 
The general aspect of the Cabi­ 
net of course does not afford any trust­ 
worthy 
indication as to ita 
practical 
success. 
All the comparatively unknown 
members may turn out well, while Blaine 
and James are tolerably certain not to dis­ 
appoint expectation. 
No new Cabinet 
ever yet pleased everybody, and President 
Garfield has a right to insist that time shall 
be given him to prove the wisdom of his 
selections.

DOMESTIC'. 


T h e N ew C ab in et. 
W ashington, March 5th.—President Gar­ 
field yesterday afternoon sent to the Senate 
the following nominations : James G. Blaine 
of Maine, Secretary of State ; Wm. Windom 
of Minnesota, Secretary of the Treasury; 
Wayne McVeagh of Pennsylvania, Attorney- 
General ; Thomas L. James of New York, 
Postmaster-General; Samuel J. Kirkwood of 
Iowa, Secretary of the Interior; Robert T. 
Lincoln of Hlinoia, Secretary of W ar; Wm. 
H. H unt of Louisiana, Secretary of the 
Navy. The nominations were confirmed in 
executive session. 
A n other In san e Asylum H orror. 
D a n v ille (Pa.), March 5th.—Between 8 
and 9 o’clock this evening flames were seen to 
issue from the Insane Asylum, about two 
miles north of thÍ3 place. 
An alarm was 
quickly sounded, and strenuous efforts made 
to rescue the inmates, of whom there were 
between 400 and 500. 
The fire spread with 
frightful 
rapidity, 
enveloping the entire 
building in flames in a very short time. 
Word was at once telegraphed to Sunbury, 
Williamsport and Milton to forward all aid 
possible. 
Fire 
companies were at once 
started to the scene, but on their arrival were 
of little avail, owing to a scarcity of water. 
The escaping inmates scattered wildly in 
every direction and ran screaming across (he 
country, through the snow. 
Owing to the 
excitement it is impossible to obtain defiuite 
information as to the number of lives lost and 
the amount of loss of property. The build­ 
ing was 1,100 feet long, and cost 81,000,000 in 
its construction. It was under the superin­ 
tendency of Dr. S. S. Schultz. 
The fire is 
supposed to have originated by escaping gas 
in one of the rooms, ignited by au inmate 
entering with a light. 
ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
D a n v ille , March 0th.—The main building 
of the State Hospital for Insane at this place 
caught fire last night in an unoccupied ward 
in the east wing, which was being repainted. 
The condition of the roads was such that as­ 
sistance from this place, a mile and a half 
distant, could not be rendered until the fire 
had gained great headway. The steam fire 
engine belonging to this borough was dragged 
through the deep Bnow by six horses, but 
soon after going into service it was rendered 
useless by the breaking of some of its ma­ 
chinery. Assistance was 
telegraphed for 
from different towns in the vicinity, but be­ 
fore it could be furnished the whole wing and 
the main building were destroyed, a portion 
of the latter having been blown up for the 
purpose of saving the west wing. A t tbnnt 
6 o’clock this morniug the fire was th light to 
be under control, but again broke but, and 
this afternoon reached the weEt Wing. The 
hospital was supplied with water from a large 
reservoir, but it was impossible lo get a 
sufficient 
force 
on 
it to 
be if 
any 
avail. 
Nearly 500 patients were in the 
institution, 
all of whom were removed 
without confusion or loss of life, to de­ 
tached buildings in the rear of the main build­ 
ing. A t the time the fire was discovered the 
inmates were in the hospital chapel at even­ 
ing service, and this circumstance assisted in 
keeping the unfortunates under control and 
together. Most of them will be distributed 
to other State institutions until some ar­ 
rangements can be made for their care here. 
The building was in process of erection for 
some eleven years, and cost the State abcut 
8600,000. 
I t was a substantial structure, 
built of stone, 1,140 feet front, with a center 
building and three sections on either side, 
covering an area of one and three-quarter 
acres. 
The fire showed a faulty construction 
of the roof, in not haring fire walls above 
the roof between the different sections, as 
the fire spread nearly the length of the 
buildiDg along the roof. 
The origin of the 
fire is unknown. 
There is an insurance of 
about §250,000 on the hospital and furniture. 
ADDITIONAL PARTICULARS. 
D an v ille, March 6th.—This evening the 
firemen succeeded in saving a portion of the 
west wing, consisting of eight or ten wards, 
and a number of male patients have been re­ 
turned to it. The attaches cf the ho-pital 
made no attempt to fight the fire, but de­ 
voted allj their energies to removing the 
patients, some of whom became intensely 
excited, and were removed with great diffi­ 
culty, considering the fire a great treat. 
Several of the inmates escaped from the 
keepers. One wa3 found at Bloomsbnrg, 
seventeen miles away. A number of patients 
were taken away to-day by friends, and it is 
expected that more will be called for to­ 
morrow. Several steamers are still playing 
on the ruins, which have been visited by 
thousands of people from the surrounding 
country. 
There were about 350 persons in 
the building when the fire broke out. 
Seriou s Itnilroad A ccid en t. 
B altim ore, March 5th.—The second sec­ 
tion of the fast line north, which left Wash­ 
ington at 1:10 P. M. on the Baltimore and 
Potomac Railroad, and an extra train, south 
bound, with empty passenger cars drawn by 
two engines, collided in the first curve south 
of Severn Station, fifteen miles from Balti­ 
more, to-day. 
One passenger and one train 
hand were killed, aud seventeen wounded. 
All three engines were wrecked. A special 
car, with ex President Hayes, was attached 
to the north-bound train, but was uninjured. 
THE TRACK CLEAR. 
B altim ore, March 6th.—The Baltimore 
and Potomac Railroad wreck has been cleared 
from the track, and up to noon to-day twelve 
trains, comprising 137 cars, mostly filled with 
troops and visitors to Washington, passed 
through this city en route for the West and 
East.

The Citizens’ Convention met pursuant to 
call Saturday at 2 r. m. at Pioneer Hall. J. 
K. Watson called to order, and the roll being 
called, these delegates answered to their 
name3 [The business of each is given here­

On motion of John Skelton, A. P. Catlin 
was elected chairman. When Mr. Catlin had 
taken the chair he called for the election of a 
Vice-President, and 
P. H. Russell was 
chosen. David Beveridge and Win. Henley 
were elected Secretaries, but Mr. Beveridge 
being compelled to retire by reason of other 
engagements, George W. Nichols was chosen 
in his place. 
Mr. Catlin addressed the Convention, and 
said that Mayor Turner desired to speak to 
the assemblage before any business was done. 
Leave wa3 given, and Mr. Turner said that 
some of his friends intended to presen t his 
name as a candidate for Mayor. 
He did not 
wish it done. 
He was not a candidate. 
He 
had announced himself as an independent 
candidate, but withdrew in view of changes 
that had come about. The office of Mayor 
had come to him almost accidentally. 
He 
had tried to do his duty in the office. 
Much 
had not been expected of him, and the people 
had not been disappointed in that expecta­ 
tion. 
He thanked his friends for their sup­ 
port. 
He desired to thank the people of 
Sacramento for their kindly consideration. 
He retired from office conscious of having 
dono what he deemed best for the city. [Ap­ 
plause.] The time had come for political 
feeling to be merged in the common desire to 
advance the interests of Sacramento. [Ap­ 
plause.] A ticket should be run by citizens 
free from the manipulators’ hands, and indi­ 
cative of the determination of the people to 
rule themselves. [Applause.] The encour­ 
agement of any other sentiment than that 
tended to the de struction of city, State and 
nation. 
[Applause.] He retired with thanks 
to the pecpie for their support, and gave way 
for whomsoever the Convention might center 
upon. [Applause.] 
Mr. Catlin addressed the Convention, say­ 
ing that it was not the first time the citizens 
had met irrespective of party to take charge 
of city affairs. [Applause.] It not infre­ 
quently occurred that political parties med­ 
dled with the affairs of each other until party 
expression was lo3t. The very object of the 
primary election law is to secure a fair ex­ 
pression of party sentiment. 
When-that is 
prevented by all men being allowed to make 
the choice of a party a wrong is done. [Ap­ 
plause.] The Democratic party bad hereto­ 
fore experienced it, and the Republican party 
also. 
In the present critical state of the city 
she needs skillful, intelligent management, 
and the people must look to managing for 
themselves. 
As against the city interests all 
others are now foreign. [Applause.] He 
spoke for harmonious, unselfi h action. To 
pul up a ticket will not be enough. 
Work 
must be done. [Applause.] The Convention 
must take off its c >at and go to work, and 
every man in sympathy with it must labor 
till the setting of the sun on election day. 
[Applause.] 
R. O. Craven 3 moved for a committee of 
five on order of business. Carried, and the 
Chair named R. (1 Cravens, Felix Tracy, 
Sparrow Smith, J. S. Farris and H. H. Lin­ 
nell. 
While the committee was out, J. R. 
Watson had leave to speak to a question of 
privilege. 
He desired to explain his situa­ 
tion, as so much had been said about him. 
He had objected to the recent management 
in the Republican 
party, and related a 
Nevada anecdote in illustration, where the 
manipulators put up everything, but couldn’t 
agree on Constable, and one remarked, "Oh, 
well, let the 
Convention 
choose 
him.” 
[Laughter ] He had been entirely dissatisfied 
with the late test of the Republican party in 
the city, and with the nominee, but only be­ 
cause of his availing of the advantages of 
that test. 
He weut to the Turner Hall 
meeting and met the demand for a citizens’ 
union movement. 
He alone, he believed, 
voted against it, believing then the Republi­ 
can party ought to settle its own differences. 
He had named the present incumbent for 
Mayor, believing him honest, faithful and 
competent. But it was resolved to make up 
a citizens’ ticket, and perhaps it was a time 
when desperate diseases need desperate reme­ 
dies. 
The Democracy, as he thought, with 
indelicacy immediately met and called a Con­ 
vention and nominated one not of his party. 
He was a friend to him and respected him. 
As for himself his own personality ought to 
trouble no one. He was probably a marked 
mad anyhow—marked that is, by the tuanipu- 
Iators. [ Laughter.] 
The Committee on Order of Business re­ 
ported the order of nominations for city 
offices, and recommended the appointment of 
a campaign executive committee, with power 
to act. 
Adopted. 
Nominations were then ordered. 
Mr. Tracy said the Convention now, in the 
right time, should choose the right man for 
the right place. 
He would nominate for 
First Trustee and Mayor, a man competent, 
honest, of long experience, one who has been 
tried and who has the interests of Sacramento 
at heart—John Q. Brown. [Applause.] 
George W. Ficks, with complimentary re­ 
marks, nominated Judge W. A. Henry. 
Judge Henry, in unite a lengthy speech, 
declined, reviewing his own acts in office and 
declaring that he had striven to do his whole 
duty, and desired to go on and fill out the 
term of his office in that line. [Applause.] 
Mr. Browu was then nominated by accla­ 
mation and amidst applause. Mr. Brown 
was called for but was not present. 
The Chair said it was a case of the office 
seeking the man and not the man the office. 
[Applause] 
Sir. Tra y said it was no time to talk or 
hear speeches, but a time to work. The Con­ 
vention could only occupy the hall a few 
hours and must go straight on with its work. 
For Auditor. E. H. McKee and Nelson 
Wilcox were placed in nomination. 
Mr. 
Wilcox withdrew, and on motion of Mr. 
Toohey, Mr. McKee was nominated by ac­ 
clamation. 
For Assessor, Ben. Steinman nominated 
F. A. Shephard and eulogized him. [Ap­ 
plause.] 
•On motion of John Black, Shephard was 
nominated by acclamation. 
[Applause.] 
For Collector, Daniel Friat nominated 
John Bellmer. 
Mr. Bellmer declined. 
Mr. Watson nominated George A. Putnam, 
the present incumbent, who was his neighbor, 
a man long and well known and who filled 
the position so well. 
Mr. Cravens nominated D. F. Beveridge, 
a young man who stood well, was honest, 
competent and deserving. 
On roll-call Mr. 
Putaam received 33 and Mr. Beveridge 20 
vetes, and Mr. Putnam was declared the 
nominee. 
[Applause.] [In this, as in other 
votes, party line3 were ignored, and Demo­ 
crats voted for the Republican and Repuhli- 
cans for the Democrat, in large numbers ] 
For Fire Commissioner, Mr. Lothammer . 


nominated Geo. Schmeizer, and Felix Tracy 
nominated Jas. McGuire. 
On roll-call Mr. 
McGuire received 35 and Mr. Schmeizer 17 
votes, and Mr. McGuire was declared the 
nominee. [Applause.] 
,, 
For Trustees of the Free Library, George 
Ficks nominated W. H..Milis. 
Delegates stated that Mr. Mills had said he 
had not time from his business to serve an- 


^ S p a rro w S m ith B a id M r. M ills h ad finally 
consented to serve if th e people desired it. 
[ADDlause.] 
Mr. Tracy said the present Board had 
served well and ought to be retained as far as 
possible. Judge Denson could not be, as he 
is disqualified. 
The Convention then unanimously nomin­ 
ated W. H. Mills, W. C. Fitch, S. H. Ger­ 
rish, R. O. Cravens and Add. C. Hinkson. 
An assessment of fifty cents on delegates 
and $5 on nominees for salaried offices was 
then made, to pay rent, advertising, etc., and 
the Executive Committee was directed to re­ 
ceive and disburse the money. 
The CoriVention then ordered that the 
Chairman of the Convention be Chairman of 
the Executive Committee. 
The Chair then 
named the other eight members of the com­ 
mittee. 
First Ward—George SjAroth, Ben. 
Steinman; Second Ward—AdaTson Sage, 
William M. McLaughlin ; Third W ard-P. 
H. Russell. S. H. Gerrish; Fourth Ward— 
George O. Bites, J. Touhey. The Executive 
Committee was given full power to act for the 
Convention in the campaign.

The Convention then adjourned sine die, 
with three cheers for the ticket and three 
cheers for Sacramento.

DEMOCRATIC 
CONVENTION. 


F inal 
Action 
Concerning 
City 
Nom ina­ 
tions. 


The Democratic City Convention met again 
Saturday at 2 P. M., J. W. Armstrong pre­ 
siding. 
Adjournment was at once had until 
5 p. m , to await action by the Citizens’ Con­ 
vention. At 5 P. M. the Convention reassem­ 
bled. A letter from J. Q. Brown accepting 
the nomination for First Trustee wa3 re­ 
ceived, in which he pledged himself if elected 
to do all in his power to advance the inter­ 
ests of the city, and also to make a strong 
fight to be elected. [Applause.] The ques­ 
tion then came up regarding further nomina­ 
tions, and elicited a warm debate between 
P. Nash, S. R. Caldwell, R. D. Stephens, 
Dr. Tyrrel, John L mgabough and others, re­ 
sulting in a motion by P. Nash to proceed to 
nominate for Auditor, and an amendment by 
Dr. Tyrrell to make no further nominations 
and to indorse no other ticket and to postpone 
further action till a future day. The amend­ 
ment carried but H. H. Bernard (presiding) 
refused to put the motion as amended, and 
refused to entertain an appeal from his rul­ 
ings, and an amusing parliamentary fight be­ 
tween R. D. Stephens and the Chair ensued 
that convulsed the spectators with laughter. 
Finally the Chair entertained a motion to 
reconsider, and the vote passing the amend­ 
ment wa3 reconsidered almost unanimously. 
The 
Convention 
then, 
on motion 
of 
John Domingos, 
indorsed 
the 
nomina­ 
tions of the Citizens’ Conventicn except 
as to Auditor and Collector. The new Cen­ 
tral Committee was given full power to fill 
blanks in the ticket, and the Convention 
adjourned after selecting a new City Central 
Committee, as follows : First Ward—John 
Domingos and Jerry Payne. Second Ward— 
S. R. Caldwell and P. Leavy. Third Ward— 
G. W. Nichols and John Longabaugh. 
Fourth Ward—Dr. Tyrrell and B. Lucey. 
At large—P. J. llarney. 
The new Central Committee met yesterday 
at the tffice of JohnsoD & Alexander, and 
organized by the election of the following 
officers: P. J. Harney, Chairman ; John 
Domiogos, Secretary, and Dr. G. G. Tyrrell, 
Treasurer. The committee ratified the nom- 
inatiou of George O. Bates for Fire Commis­ 
sioner in place of James McGuire, resigned. 
It was decided to leave the offices of Auditor 
and Collector blank. 


REPUBLICAN 
CONVENTION. 


Nominations for the Various Offices—The 
New City Central Committee. 
The Republican City Convention to nom­ 
inate candidate for the offices to be filled at 
the city election to held to-morrow, assembled 
at Howe’s Hall, pursuant to notice, on Satur­ 
day forenoon, and was called to order at 10:15 


A. 51. by Grove L. Johnson, Chairman of the 
City Central Committee. Mr. Johnson ad­ 
dressed the Convention in a speech of con­ 
siderable length,for the purpose, as he stated, 
of reviewing the circumstances under which 
the Convention had been called. It met, he 
said, tinder most peculiar and not altogether 
desirable circumstances, as it was useless to 
disguise the fact, and which should not be 
ignored, that there are quite a large number 
of Republicans who took exceptions to 
the test adopted for the primaries, and 
may not vote with 
the party at tne 
coming 
election. 
He 
reviewed 
the 
action 
of 
the 
committee 
in 
calling 
the primaries, and claimed that if the resolu­ 
tion offered by Mr. Felter at the citizens’ 
meeting at Turner 
Hall had been then 
adopted, the Central Committee would have 
changed the test, and postponed the time fur 
holding the primaries. 
It was unfortunate, 
he said, that some such action should not 
have been taken, and thus have avoided the 
present condition of affairs. 
It became, 
however, now the duty of Republicans to 
each decide for themselves whether it is not 
better to support the regular nominees which 
the Convention was about to nominate, than 
hand the party over to the Democracy. He 
wished to state for himself that he was a 
stalwart, that he was indebted to the party 
for many past favors, and he should now 
stand by that organization. The dissensions 
in the party in past years had cost the Re­ 
publicans the Assembly and Senatorial dele­ 
gations to the Legislature and the Mayor of 
this city, and he counseled wise and united ac­ 
tion at this time. 
W. R. Cantwell then nominated T. B. Mc­ 
Farland for temporary Chairman of the 
Convention and he was unanimously elected. 
Upon taking the chair he made a short 
speech in his usual happy and hitting method, 
which was enjoyed and frequently cheered by 
the Convention. He referred to the present 
estrangement in the Republican organization 
of the city, and said that a committee of con­ 
ference should have been appointed, and, if 
possible, the difficulties removed; but this 
was not done, and now the Republicans, rep­ 
resented by the Convention assembled, must 
rally to a man and see that their candidates 
were elected. 
The Convention then proceeded to busi­ 
ness, 3vhen O. P. Dodge, C. M. Cogían and 
R. T. Devlin were elected temporary Secre­ 
taries ; also J. Tenbrook, Edward Harris and 
Frank Swift, were elected Sergeants-at-Arms. 
Several motions were mado and discussed 
briefly as to credentials of delegates and ab­ 
sentees, and finally, the list published as 
elected at the primaries was read, and there 
being no contests they were accepted as duly 
chosen, and it was also decided that in case 
any were absent the majority of the dele­ 
gates should cast the vote of such absentees. 
Upon motion of Win. J. Davis, the tem­ 
porary officers were declared to be the per­ 
manent officers of the Convention. 
J. F. Sheehan moved that a committee 
npon platform and resolutions be appointed. 
Remarks were made by several delegates 
upon the subject, some taking the ground 
that it was not necessary to adopt a platform 
or resolutions at a municipal election, and 
others that the necessities of the city upon the 
levee and also the overflow question, ren­ 
dered it necessary at this time to do so. 
Finally the motion was laid upon the table. 
E. I. Robinson moved the appointment of 
a committee of five upoD order of business. 
C. T. Jones moved as an amendment that 
the Convention proceed to nominate officers, 
and those nominated, before the ballot is 
taken, come forward and declare their ad­ 
herence to the nominations made by the 
Convention, also give t- eirjviews upon the 
questions ‘referred to as the subject for reso­ 
lutions and platform, and pay an assessment 
of $5 each. Carried. 
P. J. Hopper made another motion that a 
committee be appointed to draft resolutions. 
W. R, Cantwell claimed the subject had 
been already disposed of. 
Further remarks were made by P. J. Hop­ 
per, P. R. Dray, J. H. Sullivan, J. F. Shee­ 
han and D. Gillis, and various motions made 
and amendments offered, when finally a mo­ 
tion to postpone the whole subject, made by 
Mr._ Cantwell, was carried. 
The Convention then proceeded to the nom­ 
ination of officers. C. T. Jones nominated 
Chris. Green for First Trustee, and in doing 
so spoke highly of his ability and fitness for 
the position and of the improvements brought 
about by him while for six years he occupied 
the office. 
AmoDg them was the perfecting 
of arrangements under which China slough 
was partially filled in and a new depot se­ 
cured ; also the procurement of the square 
upon which the Sacramento Grammar-school 
building is located. 
George T. Bu?h nominated G. J. Cross, 
“ the veteran hero of the Mexican war, the 
well-known house-raiser, and the pioneer of 
1849. ” 
The nominations were then declared closed, 
and Mr. Green was called for and addressed 
the Convention. He favored the improve­ 
ment of the city drainage and the strength­ 
ening of the levees by a system which in time 
should make them absolutely secure, if it 
could not all be done in one season. In the 
matter of the present tax levy, of which con­ 
siderable had been said, he should investi­ 
gate the matter and if be found it to be right 


he would leave it where it now is, but if he 
found it wrong he wculd try to remedy it. 
Upon conclusion of hia remarks he paid his 
assessment of $5, and also that of his fell3w- 
aominee, Mr. Cross. 
The name of G. J. Crocs was then with­ 
drawn by Mr. Bush, and upon motion Air. 
Green was nominated by acclamation. 
F. D. Ryan nomina'ed E. H. McKee, the 
present incumbent, for City Auditor. 
Upon motion, the nominations were de­ 
clared closed. 
Mr. McKee briífly addressed the Conven­ 
tion, and he was then nominated most heart­ 
ily by acclamation. 
For the office of Assessor, E. I. Robinson 
nominated S. S. Beede, and M. Block placed 
in nomination F. A. Shepherd. Subsequently 
the Dame of Mr. Shepherd was withdrawn by 
C. L. White, and Mr. Beede was then nom­ 
inated by acclamation. 
The Chair called the attention of the Con­ 
vention to the fact that some funds were nec­ 
essary to defray expenses, and, upon motion, 
the delegates were assessed half a dollar 
each, which was collected. 
W. A. Anderson nominated Geerge A. 
Putnam for City Collector, Henry Miller 
nominated S. P. Milligan, and George T. 
Bush nominated Nelson Wilcox. 
Upon ballot taken Putnam received 48 
votes, Milligan 12 and Wilcox 12 ; whereupon 
George A. Putnam was declared the nominee. 
For Fire Commissioner, W. A. Anderson 
placed in nomination Mike Bryte, and no 
other person being named he was nominated 
by acclamation. 
Nominations for Trustees of the City Free 
Library being then in order, John F. Shee­ 
han, of the Bee, nominated W. H. Mills, ac­ 
companying the nomination with eulogistic 
remarks as to his qualifications and fitness 
for the position. He said he had made the 
nomination in the interest of the library, for 
the continuance of the present very excellent 
condition and good management of it, and 
he sincerely hoped the nomination would be 
made unanimous. 
E. I. Robinson nominated W. C. Fitch, 
of whom he spoke very highly as a member 
of the present Board. 
E. A. Ames presented the name of A. S. 
Hopkins ; F. D. Ryan named K. VV. Brier ; 
1'. R. Dray nominated Albert Hart. 
G. W. Hancock nominated S. H. Gerrish, 
whom ho said was an active and faithful 
member of the present Board, and that the 
re-election of the old memberB would insure 
a continuance of the present condition of the 
library, which he said had been conducted 
more successfully than any other institution 
in the city. 
F. J. Kearney nominated J. F. Slater. 
The Chair stated that unless there was ob­ 
jection to his doing so, be would declare that 
the nominees for Library Trustees need not 
come forward and express their adhesion to 
the nominees of the Convention, nor pay the 
assessment. 
No objections were raised. 
Upon motion of Mr. Dray, Messrs. Mills, 
Fitch and Gerrish were nominated by ac­ 
clamation. 
Remarks were made by several members, 
urging the other Beveral nominees, after 
which a ballot was taken, resulting as fol­ 
lows : Hart 69, Brier 43, Hopkins 31. 
The votes from the First and Second Wards 
were at first cast for Mr. Slater, but before 
the result of the ballot was announced they 
were changed to the other candidates. 
The following were then announced and 
elected as members of the Republican City 
Central 
Committee 
from 
the 
several 
wards: First Ward—A. J. Rhoads and K. 
F. Wiemeyer. Second Wa»d—Clarence Nel­ 
son and James H. Sullivan. Third Ward— 
Win. J. Davis and Fred Kirn. 
Fouith 
Ward—S. W. Butler and N. J. Toll. 
For 
committeemen at large the names of James 
I. Felter, E. I. Robinson and George T. 
Bush were presented. Mr. Robinson with­ 
drew, after which a vote was takeD, when 
Mr. Felter was elected by a vote of 45 
against 25. The Convention then adjourned 
sine die.

TWO PER CENT. IS NECESSARY. 


E d s. R e c o rd -U n io n : Some idea of w hat 
is required in th e w ay of tax atio n for city 
purposes in this city m ay be obtained by 
looking back a few years. 
E xam ine the 
follow ing ta b le :

In the tax of 1874 and 1875 there was pro­ 
vided only 3 cents each year for levee and 
drainage purposes, while in 1879 the tax of 
§2 50 included 57 cants for levee and drain­ 
age. 
The property tax for 1881 is estimated in 
the above table at the same as in 18S0. It can­ 
not, however, be reasonably estimated at above 
$10,000,000, in view of the fact that values 
must be taken as they are on the first Mon­ 
day of March, with the southern part of the 
city overflowed, and the further fact that the 
present Legislature has exempted stocks and 
savings banks deposits from taxation. 
The 
resources of the city, other than from the 
property tax, cannot be any greater in 1881 
than in 1SS0, except in one particular. Not 
more than $20,000 can be obtained from li­ 
censes, police tints and harbor dues. The 
Water Works, now for the first time in eight 
years, may be expected to produce a revenue 
to the city, and such net revenue cannot ex­ 
ceed S36.000 for the current year, charging 
the same water rates as during 1880. 
“ Tax­ 
payer,” a Bee correspondent, says that a tax 
of $1 will provide money enough “ to pay 
the expenses of our Bcbools, fire and police 
departments, run the City Library for the 
year, pay what lias to be paid to Mrs. Fowle, 
and leave $20,000 for the use of our levees 
and drainage system.” This estimate pro­ 
vides nothing for street repairs, sewer repairs 
and sprinkling, which last year required 27 
cents, and nothing for that portion of 
the general fund out of which salaries 
of officers and other 
general 
expenses 
(not provided for by special taxes), which has 
for many years past required not less than 
18 cents. 
Thus “ Taxpayer,” for the purpose 
of making his facts fit his figures, iustead of 
making the figures fit the facts, as ha ought 
to do, conveniently omits the above 45 cents. 
The five subjects of special taxation men­ 
tioned, namely, schools, tire department, po­ 
lice, Fowle bonds and library, last year 
required 93 centB. The same subjects this 
year require 82 cents. 
Add to this the 42 
e«nts above mentioned, which can no more 
be dispensed with than any other tax, and we 
have $1 27. In the $2 tax of last year was 
included a special levee and drainage tax of 
15 cents. 
This year the same tax ia 18 cents, 
which is as high a tax as the law authorizing 
a special tax for that purpose permits. 
“ It 
is admitted on all hands ” that much more 
money than th¡3 special tax will produce will 
be required this year for levee, drainage and 
sewer purpoecs, all of which necessities 
musfr be met by the general fund; so 
also rnu-t all demands for street repairs 
and sprinkling be paid from the general 
fund. 
The 
special 
taxes of last year 
included etreet-repair and sprinkling tax, 22 
cents ; bond-redemption tax. 24 cents ; sewer- 
repair tax, 5 cents, equal to 51 cents. 
But 
these taxes are not included in the special 
taxes of the present year. "Taxpayer ” esti­ 
mates the whole city revenue with a one-per­ 
cent tax at $184,000. This estimate is at least 
$28,000 too high. 
He allows $34 000 out of 
this for the city’s creditors, and then says : 
’ If any candidate for Mayor thinks this city 
can’t get along this year with $184,000 rev­ 
enue he had better step down and out.” 
It 
is evident that " Taxpayer ” is not for Air. 
Green, who, when Mayor in 1877, levied a tax 
of $2, and in 1876 a tax of $2 08, and in 1875 
(upon a property assessment of 811,611,776) 
a tax of $1 67, only three cent* of which was 
for levee and drainage, and in 1874 (upon a 
property assessment of $17,736,030) a tax of 
$1 74, only three cents of which was for levee 
and drainage.

THE VITAL ISSUE. 


E d s. Record-Unios : The vital issue to 
come before the people of Sacramento in the 
municipal election on Tuesday relates to 
levees and drainage. 
As a fact, these im­ 
portant issues have been neglected by past 
administrations. 
It is undeniable that the 
present condition of our levees and the means 
of drainage are standing monuments cf the 
gross incompetency and inefficiency of muni­ 
cipal administration. The assessable value 
of the property in the city is placed at 
811,000.000. That this property is not to-day 
worth $5,000,000 more is due to that want of 
capacity to perceive and that lack of adminis­ 
trative ability to execute plans which would 
have long ago conferred that value. Sacra­ 
mento has been cheated out of the benefit 
her advantages as a distributing center and 
the importance that her commercial location 
should have conferred, by the want of proper 
administration of her city government. 
In 1878. when the lower portion of the 
city was 1 ubmerged by backwater from the 
break at L-jvdall'e, Chris. Green was closing a 
six years’ term as Aiayoi. 
The break of the 
past «’inter inflicted more than a million dol­ 
lars of damage upon the property of our peo­ 
ple. 
Here one million dollars in value have 
been swept away; the reputation of the city 
has been injured; its growth and prosperity 
have been set back several years, and all for 
the 
want 
of 
intelligence 
enough 
to 
perceive the necessities of proper munici­ 
pal administration. 
The people talk about 
taxation. The man whose property had de­ 
preciated a thousand dollars paid the thou­ 
sand dollars tax by reason of that deprecia­ 
tion. Let us illustrate this : A man has a 
homestead worth 51,000. One-half of one 


per cent, on the $100 upon the property of 
the city would raise S55.000 for levee pur­ 
poses. 
The one-half of one per cent, npon 
the $4,000 homestead would he a tax of 320. 
Now if from the time when Air. Green first 
became Alayor of this city nine yea re ago, 
one-half of one per cent, had been levied for 
levee purposes, the sum of $495,000 would 
have been produced, at a coat to the home­ 
stead used for illustration of $180. 
The 
homestead worth $-1,000 nine years ago 13 not 
worth $2,500 in •Sacramento city to-day. The 
owner of sncU homestead has therefore paid 
$L,500 levee taxes in the depreciation of his 
property, by reason of the insecurity of the 
levees and insufficiency of the diainage. 
If 
the tax of one-half of one per cent, had been 
levied, and the proceeds 
faithfully and 
intelligently applied, the homestead worth 
$4,000 nine years ago, could have with all 
other property appreciated in value, and to­ 
day would have been worth §6,000. 
The 
owner of Buch homestead then loBt by de­ 
preciation $1,500. and by the absence of en­ 
hancement $2,000, making a total loss of 
$3,500. All this loss be incurred" simply by 
reason of the lack of intelligent appreciation 
of the local necessities of this city. 
Not one 
of the terms used in this illustration are over­ 
state! or exaggerated. 
A proper system of levees and drainage in 
this city, with the advantages it possesses 
geographically and commercially, should have 
doubled the values of the property within the 
last nine years, and such au enhancement 
would have taken place if the city govern­ 
ment had been properly administered. 
The question which is to be decided on 
Tuesday, is whether we shall now begin to 
remedy the errors of the past? 
Whether 
another nine years shall go by to witness at 
their close further depreciation in the value 
of property, a further weakening of the levee 
defenses, and the continuation of that do- 
nothing-policy, which robs the enterprise of 
our citizens of its just reward ?

No work was done upon 
the levees during his entire term. 
It was at 
the close of hia term that the disaster of 1878 
occurred. It was after six years of service on 
the part of Air. Green that the city was 
rudely awakened from the slumber into which 
it had fallen, to the discovety that the bed 
of the river had arisen while the city adminis­ 
tration had slept in fancied security, and that 
the levees which might have been sufficient 
in 1862 had become wholly iuadequat; in 
187S by the ri-ing of the river bed.

The new Methodist church at Colusa

The cars are on the way for the A lbu­ 
querque, N. M., street railway. 
A Santa Cruz gardener exhibited cucum­ 
bers fit to eat on February 25th. 
A cave filled with rubies or garnets has 
been discovered in the Greenhorn Range, 
Col. 
I)r. Gildea of San Diego has a Royal 
Mino bird, said to be the only one in the 
State. 
Tichenor, the C'alistoga wizard, con­ 
tinues his 
labors 
w ith his pactolian 
springs. 
The apportionment of school money for 
the county of Sonoma amounts to over 
§50,000. 
A new town has been started at the 
lower end of Santa Maria Valley, called St. 
Petersburg. 
The Georgetown (Col.) Courier predicts 
that the yield of Clear Creek county for 
the present year will reach $4,000,000. 
A corps of A. T. and S. F. engineers are 
to begin at once the surveys for a ditch to 
prevent the overflow of the Rio Grande at 
Albuquerque. 
The Bell Telephone Company of New 
Mexico has organized at Las Vegas, N. M., 
with §50,000 capital, and will soon have a 
line in operation to the Springs.

PURIFICATION 
OF 
FIVER - WATER 
BY 
ORGANIC 
AGENTS. 


R. W arrington, in the Chemical K ars, 
notices that, in the discussions on the 
qualities of river-water, the destruction of 
sewage which takes place in such water is 
in every case referred to the oxidizing in­ 
fluence of the air, and the action of organic 
agents is overlooked. 
Vet it is evident, 
and generally adm itted, that these agents 
play an im portant part in the change of 
organic into inorganic matter. 
The p ro 
cess ¡3 iu effect the joint work of a number 
of independent organism having different 
functions, the action of one class following 
th at of another, and each carrying the pro­ 
cess through a particular stage. 
First are 
the fungi, whose main function is appa­ 
rently the rapid oxidation of carbon ; then 
come the bacteria, embracing many fami­ 
lies of similar physical structure, but en­ 
dowed with very different chemical powers. 
One class 
attacks nitrogenous orgauic 
m atter and liberates nitrogen in the form 
of ammonia : another determines the con­ 
version of carbonaceous orgauic m atter into 
inorganic carbonic and nitric acids. Lastly 
come the chlorophyl-bearing plants to con­ 
sume these pritducts of the lower organ­ 
isms ; they also have the property of 
assimilating urea and inorganic ash con- 
stiutents. 
These organisms must follow iu 
their order, or they will fail to do their 
work. 
Sewage will finally be destroy ed in 
a river of adequate temperature, unless the 
natural agents of oxidation are excluded by 
the addition to the water of chemical re­ 
fuse fatal to organic life, or unless vegeta­ 
tion is prevented by artificial means. Tem­ 
perature and light, or rather darkness, are 
im portant factors in the process. 
The ex­ 
periments show that the oxidation in rivers 
increases as the temperature rises. 
The 
amount of dissolved m atter in rivers is 
found to be greatest in February, when 
organic m atter is suspended, and least in 
September and August, when the action is 
most energetic. —[ Popular Science Monthly. 
-

. 
S ea moss C a rds. —The production of 
sea-mos3 cards lias become quite an indus­ 
try among the ladies at M artha's Vineyard. 
They are made by dipping up the small sea 
mosses that come in with the tide with a 
small hand-net. 
The mosses of different 
kinds and various colors are then placed or 
floated in the water, on plain white Bris­ 
tol-board cards, and are carefully arranged, 
so th at the different fibres of the moss do 
not cross each other. 
The moss, which is 
of a glutinous nature, is completely ab- 
sorbed.by the air, leaving a beautiful rep­ 
resentation of the moss on the card. 
One

DRUMMED

DEATH.

A most remarkable phenomenon was 
witnessed in the Second ward, this city, 
on Friday afternoon of laBt week, being no 
less than large numbers of rats being en­ 
ticed to their death by the roll of drums. 
A number of the small boys of this city, 
hearing it said th at rats could be brought 
out of their holes by the beating of drums, 
determined to try the experiment. 
So, 
procuring a number of these instrum ents 
of m artial music aud half a dozen dogs 
with a weakness for rat-flesh, they pro­ 
ceeded to a barn near Pearson’s flouring 
mill, in which structure were known to 
dwell many well-fed rodents, who subsisted 
on the contents of the grain-bins near by. 
Stationing part of 
their number with 
drums in the hay-mow of the stable, and 
the others at the doors with the dogs, 
everybody was eager for the fray. 
The 
drummers brought their sticks down on 
the ta n t calf-skin, and soon the building 
shook to its very foundation with the 
deafening roll. 
Several boys had been 
stationed at the various knot-holes in the 
floor of the hay-mow, and these youths, 
peering down into the semi-darkness below, 
soon saw little twinkling eyes appear 
at certain 
apertures 
all around the 
apartm ent beneath. 
The drumming was 
continued, and sharp-pointed noses and 
then sleek bodies of rats came from the 
holes. Soon the rapid rolling of the drums 
seemed to excite the rodents to a point 
beyond self-control. 
They began to caper 
and whisk around the stable-floor as if in­ 
toxicated. 
They ran around the feed-bins 
in a wild chase after each other. So rapidly 
did they turn corners th at their tails 
snapped with a report like that of a bull- 
whacker’s whip, and making the flour fly 
from their caudal appendages so as to till 
the apartm ent with dust. 
Now wa3 the 
time tor action. 
The boys with the dogs 
were signaled, the doors were opened, and 
the hungry canines let in on them. 
The 
unfortunate rats seemed to be under a 
spell, and made no attem pt to seek their 
holes. 
For five minutes slaughter reigned 
supreme, and when it had subsided the 
floor was covered with the bodies of forty- 
three rats. 
Again were the drums called 
into requisition, and the same scone ensued 
again. 
This time thirty-eight rats bit the 
dust. 
The boys continued their operations 
with their drums and dogs all the after­ 
noon, and when evening came there were 
piled up in front of the stable, mangled, 
cut and torn, the bodies of 479 rats ; in 
fact, all the rodents which had lived and 
thrived for years on the grain of the mill 
had been totally exterminated.—[New­ 
castle (Pa.)

DON 
QUIXOTE. 


The prophecy of Cervantes, put into the 
mouth of Sampson Carrasco, th at there is 
no tongue into which “ Don Quixote ” will 
not be translated has been amply fulfilled. 
It is the one book of Spain which has be­ 
come the property of all mankind. 
In the 
words 
of 
Sainte-Beuve, 
“ Ce 
livre 
d ’apropos, est devenu un livre d ’human- 
ite ; e’est entre pour jamais dans l’imagina- 
tion de tous.” 
It has become, in a sense 
which the author himself could hardly 
have foreseen, what he predicted—the 
plaything of childhood, the study of man­ 
hood, the idol of old age. 
Every literature 
has its “ Don Q uixote;” every language 
has been enriched by its acquisition in new 
words, turns of phrase and ideas. 
To give 
a complete list of all the translations and 
their various editions has been the labor, 
yet unfinished, of many Cervantistas, and 
the 
history 
of 
the 
original 
is 
a 
bibliography in itself. 
The latest enumer­ 
ation puts the number of foreign trans­ 
lations and editions of “ Don Quixqte” at 
something over two hundred, including 
the recent versions in Romaic and Guz- 
erati. 
There is no book in the world, the 
Bible excepted, which has been so often 
translated aud into so many different lan­ 
guages. 
To Spaniards themselves this ex­ 
treme popularity abroad of Cervantes’s 
masterpiece, to the prejudice of all other 
products of the Spanish genius, is a little 
puzzling and not wholly grateful. 
AVhile 
proud of the homage which their great 
countryman receives from the 
outside 
world, they are not without misgivings 
th at some of the entertainment which 
“ Don Quixote” affords to foreigners is en­ 
joyed at the expense of Spain and Span­ 
iards. 
Being not 
quite sure whether 
laughter is a becoming tribute to the 
merits of a book so purely Spanish, they 
p-e inclined to resent this exclusive prefer­ 
ence of “ Don Quixote” by other na­ 
tions. 
They have never decided whether 
for themselves they 
ought to laugh 
or be serious over his adventures, which 
are neither so romantic nor so ludicrous in 
Spanish as in any other language. 
The 
Spaniard who gravely assured Mr. Jarvis 
that there never was such a man as Don 
Quixote, and th at his achievements were 
purely the invention of Miguel de Cer­ 
vantes, is not without representatives even 
at the present day. 
One resource which 
never fails them is to allege that “ Don 
Q uixote” can never be translated ; which 
is true only in the sense that its life, form 
and texture cannot be perfectly repro­ 
duced, any more than those of any hook of 
true art and highest genius. 
Richard 
Ford, who had all the wit, humor, learn­ 
ing, command of English and profound 
knowledge of Spain and Spaniards to qual­ 
ify him for a translator, has declared it to 
be a mortal sin /or any man to read “ Don 
Quixote ” except in the original. 
But, 
though thrice happy are they who are so 
gifted as to remain sinless in this respect, 
we must maintain that, purely and in­ 
tensely Spanish as “ Don Q uixote” is, the 
very quintessence of Españolismo, there is 
no book which is more translatable—no 
book which loses less by translation.—[St. 
James’ Gazette.
